WIRES FOR STREET OARS. 


South Side Electric Ordinance Again 
Passed and a Wide Open Bill for the 
North and West Sides Is Recommended 
and Made a Special Ordererscheme for 

the City to Sell Space for Advertising 
Purposes=The Mayor Vetoes an Ordi- 
nance for Enlarging a Store Front. 


Last night was trolley night in the City 
Council, the North, West, and South Sides all 
being interested in the proceedings. The 
South Side electric ordinances were again 
passed. The South Side company will not 
light the streets in which the trolley is used, 
as the Mayor insists, though it is willing to 
pay a large sum of money—$250,000, it is 
said—for the privileges asked for. The 
Mayor insists on the electric lighting, how- 
ever. There will be further negotiations this 
week. 

The North and West Side companies are 
also seeking for a trolley ordinance, and Ald. 
Wadsworth, from the Committee on Rail- 
roads, reported a wide-open one last evening 


The ordinance is in brief as follows: 

That Sec. 1 of an ordinance passed by the City 
Council March 21, 1894, authorizing and empo¥- 
ering the West Chicago Street railroad company 
and the North Chicago Street railroad company 
to operate their several and respective lines of 
street railroads by any or all of the four certain 
motors or motive powers therein named, or by 
such other motor or motive power which said 
companies or either of them shall see fit to adopt 
and. use, provided, however, that such motor or 
motive power shall be practically noise- 
less and before using shall be approved 
by the Mayor and Commissioner of Public Works. 
be and is hereby amended by striking out the 
last clause in said Sec. 1, which reads as follows: 
“In the event of electric power being used the 
same shall be placed underground, and its meth- 
od of construction shall first be approved by the 
Commissioner of Public Works,” and substituting 
in place of said clause and adding to said Sec. 1 
the fallowing: Ik electric power shall be used 
by means of overhead contact wires such over- 
head wires, together with the necessary feed 
wires, may be suspended from poles set within 
the curb limits of the street on either side thereof 
or fram bracket poles placed within the center of 
the street along said line of route, such poles 
and wires to be erected and maintained for the 
purpose of supplying electric currents which 
may be used for power, heat, and light purposes, 
and with the right to connect the wires herein 
authorized with a generator or power station or 
any station or car-house in connection with said 
railroad or railroads or with any power-houses 
or station along any line or lines of railroad of 
said companies, or either of them, used by either 
in connection with its cable, horse, or electric 
system: and all wires aud conductors for the 
transmission $f electricity in and along the 
streets shall bé constructed in substantial and 
workmanlike manner and under the supervision 
of the Commissioner of Public Works so as to in- 
terfere as little as possible with the public 
travel.“ 

This ordinance shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and acceptance by 
the said companies or either of them, and said 
accéptance or acceptances shall be filed with the 
City Clerk within tnirty days after the passage 
thereof, otherwise said ordinance shall be void 
as to the company failing to file such acceptance.

I suspect, how- 
ever, that the object of the order is to permit 
such an extension of the store front as to encroach 
upon the sidewalk. Not only has the Council no 
legal power to permit the occupany of any part of 
the public sidewalks for private purposes, but 
sound public policy imperatively demands the 
utmost vigilance on the part of the city authori- 
ties to._prevent any such encroachments. One of 
the great municipal problems of the near future 
will be the question how the throng of humanity 
surging through our down-town streets can be 
furnished with the space absolutely necessary to 
permit their locomotion. In the face of such a 
condition of affairs every square foot of sidewalk 
space must be reserved for the public, and to 
divert it to private use would, in my opinion, be 
tantamount to a groves breach of official duty.

The Mayor’s amendment to the ordinance 
amending the building ordinance so as to al- 
low the construction of incombustible bow 
windows on buildings not over four stories in 
height, which was discussed at length at the 
previous meeting, was called up by Ald, Hep- 
burn. who moved the passage of the amended 
ordinance. The ordinance was amended to 
provide that such bow windows shall. be 
covered with metal and was then passed, 

On the motion of Ald. Mann the following 
was passed: .

Works be directed to notify the Union Stock- 
Yards and Transit company to cause its tracks to

The Committee on Streets and Alleys North 
reported back to the Council with a recom- 
mendation for passage the ordinance author- 
izing the North Chicago Street railroad com- 
pany to construct an electric troll line on 
Southport avenue, between Ciark street and 
Clybourn avenue, and also to connect the Hal- 
sted street tracks with those on Evanston av. 
enue. The ordinance as originally introduced 
into the Council by Ald, Finkier provided 
also for trolley lines on Evanston avenue 
from Dewey court to Graceland avenue, and 
on Graceland avenue from Evanston avenue 
to North Clark street, but Mr. Yerkes asked 
that that part of the measure be stricken out. 

The Committee on Railroads recommended 
the passage of the ordinance introduced a 
week ago by Ald. John O'Neill subjecting 
railroad companies toa fine of $200 a day 
for running trains on tracks laid in the streets 
or across public streets without due authority. 
The committee also reported favorably an 
order compelling the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne 
and Chicago and other railroad companies 
occupying Canal street between Fulton and 
Kinzie streets to pave that street and put it in 
good repair at their own expense.

UNIVERSITY PRESS WILL DISSOLVE. 


Differences Cause D. C. Heath to Propose 
Withdrawal, 

its highly developed sys- 

tions connected with the Universit 
cago have not all proved er 
lowing the dissolution of the uni- 
versity commons has occurred re- 
newed trouble with the university press. 
This organization is composed -of three in- 
terests represented by D. C. Heath, R. R. 
Donnelley, and Dr. William R. Harper for the 
University of Chicago. The press published 
all university stationery and the university 
periodicals, including the University Exten- 
sion World, Hebraica, Journal of Political 
Eeonomy, Journal of Geology, and the Bib- 
lical World. The Press also conducts a uni- 
versity bookstore and is managed by C. W. 
Chase. At a meeting of the Board of 
Trustees last night D. C. Heath, after ex. 
pressing diss atisfaction with the results of the 
operation of the press made a proposition to 
withdraw his interests, thereby leaving the 
university to shift for itself. The latest re- 
portis that the university will remove its 
printing establishment, now conducted by R.

CALVE PRESENTS A NEW CARMEN, 


In Her Third Appearance in the Charac- 
ter She Reveals a Fresh Interpretation. 
Carmen.“ given last evening for the third 

time during the current season, presented 

again Mlle. Calvé in the title role, with 
which she has become indissolubly connected. 

Again it wasa different Carmen. This time 

deeper, more tragic. fewer in moments of 

lightness, and less given to gayety of mood 
than the previous portrayals of the part by 

Mile. Calvé, each differing in turn from the 

other. 

A creature of the moment, impressed by 
surroundings and chance circumstance, Mlle. 
Calvé seemed wrought upon by the Don José 
of Jean de Reszke and by the touch of the 
ideal that he imparted to the devotion of the 
soldier lover. In the card scene Mlle. Calvé 
attained to the greatest power she has yet 
displayed in this, with her, always powerful 
scene. Death seemed for a moment to 
impress her more terribly with the force of 
its presentment and to make more difficult 
the unalterable destiny that she was called 
upon to face. In the moments with Don 
José, and supported by the passion of his act- 
ing, new ideas and fancies were developed, 
and while the high lights were fewer the 
sharp directness of the picture gained 
in a somber impressiveness. Applause 
was more seldom, but attention was more 
closely tixed. It became with both the cen- 
tral figurea a thing of realness. Casting aside 
the romance of tradition, Jean de Reszke 
assumed the deeper, the more direct romance 
of reality. In the scenes sustained with Car- 
men his voice, unbued with the force of the 
situation, obtained a depth of color in conso- 
nance. To sustain a position so difficult as 
that resulting from such splendid realism 
as that afforded by Mile. Calvé is à task not 
easy in accomplishment. At the outset there 
was on the part of M. de Reszke evidence of 
nervousness and lack of concentration. This 
vanished with the progress of the scene, to be 
followed by a fervor apparently irresistible

to frauds then being perpetrated by certain 
employés of the company which they would 
give to the government for a sufficient consid- 
eration. The Secretary agreed, if the informa- 
tion should lead to the recovery of money 
from the company, to remunerate the inform. 
ers from the sum recovered, but not to pay 
any expenses. ‘Three of the employés and the 
sitorney were carefully examined by the 
Secretary, who was satisfied that their state- 
ments were not without foundation and deter- 
mined upon a thorough investigation. They 
disclosed no feeling of hostility towards the 
company; had not been engaged in the strike, 
and seemed to be influenced only by a desire 
to realize money. 
Contract with the Informers. 
The Attorney-General found that the de- 
ment might contract with these men, and 
acontract was made agreeing to give them 
28 per cent of the money recovered in con-

False Statements Submitted. 


* The informants stated that, under the direc- 
tion of Supts. Schwab, Corey, and Cline, -the 
statements furnished to the government in- 
Spector were in many cases false and they 
submitted many original memoranda, handed 
in by the heaters, which showed on their face 
in pencil-marks that they had been altered. 
It was from these altered and false state- 
ments, the informants said, that the state- 
ments were made which were sent to the in- 
Spector. These original memoranda were

1% President took the matter under advisement, 
considered the questions. at great length, and 
u don a careful consideration ot all the facts de- 
cided that all the damages ought not to begin 
until the 3d of November, 1892, at which day our 
proof of irregularities began, and they ought not 
to be assessed upon armor manufacture after 
the 16th day of September, 1893, the date upon 
which Mr. Frick had cautioned the Superin- 
tendent to take extra care. When the 
ultimate decision came to be made 
I called to mind and stated to the President that 
our own proof tended to show that the irregu- 
larities at the works ceased about the time Mr. 
Frick had written his letter to Mr. Schwab; that 
about this time the department had selected, ac- 
cording to agreement with the informants, a 
skilled and trusty steel worker, who was to go to 
the Carnegie works and be shown the irregula- 
rities in the work as it progressed. After this 
workman had been selected and instructed how 
to proceed, word came from the informants 
it would be useless to send him, as the irregula- 
rities had ceased, or, at least, that they were no 
longer apparent. 


Decision of the President. 


The President, having himself first examined 
the question with great care, after a long confer. 
ence with the Secretary of the Navy, made the 
following decision: 

** EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON. Jan. 10, 
1894.—1 o the Hon. H. A. Herbert, Secretary of the 
Navy—Dear Sir: I have examined with care the 
report of the board appointed by you to investi- 
gate the alleged irregularities in the construc- 
tion of steel armor at the Carnecie steel and iron 
mills aud their assessment of the damage sus- 
tained by the government on account of deficien. 
cies in the quality of the armor which was affect- 
ed by such irregularities. I have also examined 
the evidence and the documents which form the 
basis of the goverument's claim for damages, 
1 am satisfied that a large portion of the 
armor supplied was not the quality 
which would have been produced if 
all yossible care aud skill | been 
exercised in its construction. | am of the opinion 
that under the terms of the contract between the 
government andthe company this constituted a 
default entitling the government to damages. It 
is, however, an exceedingly difficult matter to 
extract from the facts developed a satisfactory 
basis for the assessment of such damages, and 
inasmuch as my decision of the matter is final, 1 
am naturally anxious to do justice to the com- 
pany and to avoid 8 against it not 
fully warranted. The award of the board, Al- 
though exhibiting an honest desire to meet 
the case fairly, does not satisfy my in- 
clination to give the company all reasonable 
benefit of the indefiniteness of the proofs ob- 
tained. It appears that the first irregularities 
of construction were discovered about the 3d 
day of November. 1892. On the 16th day of 
September, 1893, some intimation of irregular- 
ities reached the managers of the company, and 
a letter is produced whereby one of the Superin- 
tendents enjoins greater care in the preparation 
ofthe armor. lam willing to assume that the 
faulty construction began the 3d day of Novem- 
ber, 1892, and was concluded the 16th day of 
September, 1893, On all the armor manufactured 
for the government between these dates I think 
10 per cent from the price should be deducted. 
The amount so manufactured is reported to be 
2,647,937 tons, andits value $1,404,894. Ten 
per cent of this value is $140,489, | and this 
amount. in my opinion, sbould be forfeited to the 
government. GROVER CLEVELAND. 


Settlement Effecte:!. 


Mr. Frick was notified and came again to Wash- 
ington and a settlement was effected according 
to the terms of the agreement. The Carnegie 
Steel company paid into the Bank of Pittsburg. 
Pa., to the credit of the informants $35,121, and 
it credited vouchers for armor furnished to the 
government with $105,360, which vouchers are 
now on file in the department. No money what- 
ever passed through the hands of the department. 

Throughout this whole transaction it will be 
seen that every step was taken with care and de 
liberation, and the department was very much 
gratified to find that it was the opinion of the 
officers engaged in making these investigations 
that, although a portion of the armor delivered 
by this company was not in all respects equal to 
the very best armor that could be manufactured 
under he new and improved processes which 
have been adopted,y et that the armor was all — 
and in all Hasses the steel was of the st 
quality, the nickel thoroughly and equally dis- 
tributed through the mass, and that the defects re- 
sulting from biow-holes and the failure to anneal 
and temper in all respects as it should have been 
done to have it the best that it was ible to 
make, nevertheless left the armor at least 5 per 
cent better than the lowest limit of tolerance. 
It is true some of the plates would probably have 
been rejected on account of larger biow-lioles 
than wonld have been tolerated. To secure 

lates absolutely free of these is next to impossi- 

le. They occur in cooling. he company is re- 
quired to diseard at least one-third of cach cast, 
and sma!l blow- holes are not serious defects. It 
is the very high standard of excellence demand- 
ed that causes many plates to be rejected at the 
works which would probably pass the ballistic 
tests. 

All Defects in Light Armor. 


The department is gratified to be able to state 
that all these irregularities occurretl while the 
company was still engaged upon light armor and 
before their heavy-forging plant was placed in 
operation for the manufacture of the heavy 
armor of the battleships. It was strenuously and 
ingeniously argued by the counsel for the Car- 
negie company that upon these admitted facts no 
right to exact penalties existed, but_ in the opin- 
ion af the department and of the President the 
company was responsible for the acts of its em- 
Moves, and though the armor furnished is be- 
lieved to be better than any yet furnished to the 
ships of other countries the government has 
imposed penalties as an indication of its inten- 
tention that contractors must in the future fulfill 
completeiy the very high standard laid down in 
their agreements; must use every endeavor and 
incur all the expense necessary to produce the 
most resisting and enduring plates, and the con- 
tractor is to regard the tests herein set forth 
merely as minimum limits of quality, which he 
is bound to excel as much as practicable by the 
use of Ill the means within the reach of his es- 
tablishment. : 

The department is informed that Supt. Schwab 
has, since the transaction complained of, been 
removed from all connection and authority over 


far as concerns the erection of the new plant; 
also that the general superintendence and con- 
trol of the entire subject has been placed to its 
satisfaction in the hands of Mr. Hunsicker, aid 


to the Chairman, Mr. Frick. 

It is impossible the department should be able 
to state all the details of an occurrence runni 
over several months and occupyimg so much 
time, or all the several items of proof upon 
which it acted, but it submits the foregoing facts 
as being in substance all the information in its 
possession relating to the irregularities in the 
manufacture of armor by the Carnegie Steel 
company, limited. The department deems it 
proper to state that throuehout the whole of this 
transaction nothing occurred to show that any 
officer of the navy had been guilty of conniving 
at any of these irregularities. Neither is there 
anything whatever to show that any director of 
the company had any knowledge of the transac- 
tions herein set forth. The department has re- 
doubied its vigilance at all points and wherever 
night work is being done for the government in. 
spectors are required to be on duty night and 
day. 


MR. CLEVELAND SUFFERS KEENLY, 


Rheumatic Gout Making the Life of the 
President Miserable. 

Wasurvorton, D. C., March 26.—[Special.]— 
President Cleveland's health is again causing 
discussion, but there is no chance to trot out 
the old story about the progress of an insid- 
ious disease in his jawbone. He is suffering 
from rheumatie gout. It is on that account 
rather than the pressure of public business 
that the public receptions at the White House 
three afternoons inthe week have been dis- 
continued. Standing half an hour on a lame 
foot and shaking hands with hundreds of peo- 
ple, some of whom are pretty sure to tread on 
the Presidential toes, is too much for the 
most stoical of Presidents. A week ago last 
Saturday the President gave his last public 
reception, and at that time was in royal good 
humor. A day or two later the painful out- 
come of the trip to the Dismal Swamp and 
the sounds of North Carolina began to make 
its appearance. The President’s right foot 
and ankle are swollen twice their normal size 
and he moves about with difficulty, though he 
transacts business as usual and sees his cailers 
in his office. He is undergoing a severe diet- 
ary régime, ard the doctors say that he will 
be ali r ght in due time, but he will not go up 
the Potomac and fish for black bass fora 
while yet.

STAMP FRAUD GROWS. 


TWO MORE ARRESTS IN THE NOVEL 
OASE AT ST. LOUIS. 


Postmaster Kyle of Bolton, III., and a Ste- 
nographer for Mr. Mekiel, the Chief 
Conspirator at St. Louis, Arrested by 
United States OfficersaeBrought to Chi- 
cago and Held for Appearance Wednes- 
day=—Social Purity Movement Takes Def- 
inite Form at St. Louis@North west News. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., March 26.—(Special.|— 
The United States authorities today arrested 
Postmaster Charles F. Kyle of Bolton, III., 
charged with receiving bribes, and G. E. 
Goodsell, stenographer for Mr. Mekeel, 
charged with conspiracy to bribe the Post- 
master, This is an addition to the case in 
which warrants were recently issued against 
C. H. Mekeel of the Mekeel Stamp and Print- 
ing company and H. L. Scott, charging them 
with bribing Postmaster Baker of Shrews- 
bury, Mo., who is also under arrest, to cancel 
and so increase the value to collectors of Co- 
lumbian stamps of large denominations, The 
men accused are alleged to have made an 
agreement with several fourth-class Post- 
masters to cancel such stamps and to return 
as u reward for putting extra business iu their 
way half of the commission allowed Post- 
masters by the government. 

Young Goodsell, who is not more than 19 
years old, as typewriter for the firm learned 
the particulars of the scheme and saw in it an 
opportunity to earn a few dollars on his own 
account. He is said to have sent a number of 
letters to various fourth-class Postmasters 
offering to place so much extra business of 
eanceling stamps in their way, providing 
they would return him about 66 per cent of 
the commission they received from the gov- 
ernment of 100 per cent of the value of 
stamps canceled. These letters were posted 
at Station C, and by some chance fell into the 
hands of Postoffice Inspector Williams, who 
at once informed Inspector in Charge Joe P. 
Johnson. | 

Postmaster Kyle of Bolton, III., received 
one of the letters according to his own con- 
fession, made yesterday to Inspector Will- 
iams, who arrested him. He bit at the bait 
and made a bargain with Goodsell by which 
the latter was to posta package bearing two 
$5 stamps and was to be paid $7 by the Post- 
master in consideration thereof. By this 
means the Postmaster would make an extra 
$10 salary, out of which he would make a net 
profit of $8. Goodsell would then get his two 
$5 stamps for $3, and when canceled would 
be able to sell them for perhaps $12 or more. 

The package was duly posted, but Inspector 
Joe P. Johnson accompanied the mail-carrier 
who made the delivery and took the package 
away from Goodsell as soon asit was handed 
to him. He was nut placed under arrest at 
once, as it was first thought he was acting as 
agent for the firm, but tater it was found that 
he had been working independently and he 
was taken into custody. Postmaster Kyle is 
believed to have been the only one who had 
gone into the plan with him. 

{Postmaster Kyle. whois also Station Agent 
for the Chicago and Great Western railroad, was 
brought to Chicago by Deputy Marshal Jones. 
He was taken before Commissioner Hoyne yester- 
day morning, charged with conspiring to defraud 
the government by the cancellation of Colum- 
bian stamps. The case was continued to Wednes- 
day. Kyle gave $1,300 bail. His bondsman was 
M. W. Goodsell of Balton. 

Judge Edmunds was disqualified today in 
the case of L. J. Silva, charged with embez- 
zling $100,000 from the Rainwater-Bradford 
Hat company. The case was on the docket 
in the Criminal Court and Gov. Johnson filed 
the necessary affilavits, setting forth that 
Judge Edmunds was prejudiced, and asked 
for the appointment of a special Judge to 
try the case. The application was granted, 
there being no alternative under the circum- 
stances, and Judge Pirzel of St. Louis Coun- 
ty wus appointed. The case was reset for 
trial April 2.

Evangelical Alliance to Found a Perma- 
nent Society for Active Work, 

Sr. Lovis. Mo., March 26.--[Special.]— 
The Evangelical Alliance met this morning 
at Bowman Hall, Fifteenth and Lucas place, 
and adopted tue report ot the committee ap- 
pointed Jan. 29 to investigate the adminis- 
tration of the criminal laws in this city and 
to make recommendations for their enforce- 
ment.

ROBBING THE MAILS. 


PERSISTENT THIEVES AT SOUTH 
BEND, IND., ESOAPE DETEOTION. 


—— — 


Government Inspectors Have Been Work- 
ing on the Case for Weeks, but Cannot 
Find a Clewe—An Insurance Company 
and Selected Medicine Companies the 
Victims=Amount of Loss Will Reach 
Many Thousand —Foreclos ure Proceed- 
ings on the Chapin Mine, 


SoutH Benp, Ind., March 26.—[Special.]— 
There exists and has existed for some time a 
mystery inthe mail service at South Bend 
which has baffled the skill of the best govern- 
‘ment inspectorsin the West. Several patent 
medicine companies and the Indiana Travel. 
ing Men’s Insurance company have lost mail 
matter, the amounts of loss claimed varying 
from $100 to $3,000. The shrewdest in- 
spectors have tried to locate tne cause but 
have failed and today are about as much m ys- 
tified as when they first began investigation. 

The first losses of note began about the Ist 
of last July. A large medicine company was 
the victim and reported the matter to Post- 
master Crockett, Every effort was made ‘to 
discover where the leak occurred, but to no 
avail. The Indiana Travelmg Men's Insur- 
ance company then reported thréugh its See- 
retary, E. B. Russell, that it also had lost 
money and others reported losses of vari- 
ous amounts. Inspectors were sent here 
and worked in the South Bend Postoffice and 
in the railway mail service out of South Bend 
with no result. Over 100 decoy letters passed 
through the postoffice without being touched 
and the mystery remained as deep as ever. 

Mr. Russell, who is the permanent Secretary 
of the insurance company mentioned, appar- 
ently determined to ferret out the thief if pos- 
sible, for he sent out an extended circular to 
patrons of the company. Still the losses con- 
tinued and a few weeks ago Mr. Russeli went 
to Washington, claiming to have a big batch of 
evidence against severa) carriers and promising 
some ne disclosures, Ina few days he 
telegraphed Walter S. Harrigan, the Demo- 
cratic appointee for Postmaster, to have 
Capt. William Cassidy of the city police 
force make affidavits against three of the 
carriers. This Mr. Cassidy flatly refused to 
do, although he had apparently been working 
on the case at Mr. Russell’s solicitation. 
One of these carriers soon atter resigned for 
reasons foreign to the matter in question. 

One peculiarity of the mysterious losses is 
thut they are contined mainly to the insurance 
company and to the three or four large med- 
icine companies, A. H. Kelly of the South 
Bend Remedy company says he thinks his 
losses have been $500 or $600. Much of 
this, he says, was in currency, stamps, and 
postai notes. Dr. S. L. Kilmer of the South 
Bend Medicine company says he has lost, but 
the exact amount he does not know. D. M. 
Cooniey of the D. M. Coonley Medicine com- 
pany suys his losses are at the least calcula- 
oe $3,000 in cash and business siace last 

uly. 

Postmaster Crockett said: I know that 
losses of mail have occurred, and we have 
used every effort to discover the cause but 
have failed. In several instances, however, 
we have found or located missing mail all 
right. In the case of the Indiana Traveling 
Men’s Insurance .company I do not know ex- 
actly how great have been the losses. Mr. 
Russell has reported few to me, although I 
have made efforts to secure information from 
him. He has sent several complaints to 
Washington.”’ 

At the Secret Service Bureau in this city the 
officials acknowledged.that enormous amounts of 
money had been stolen from the mails going to 
South Bend. That city was not in the Chicago 
division and the. particulars were not known. 
The Secret Service Bureau at Cincinnati has the 
case in charge. “Wehadasimilar case in our 
division.“ said an official, which bothered us 
for months. It was at Saginaw. Mich. Thousands 
of dollars were stolen. We captured the thief 
about a month ago. Hg was a car cleaner and 
was not connected wit the postoffice at all. 
When he would enter a car to clean out he would 
abstract packages of mail when the clerks were 
not looking. 


TO FORECLOSE UN THE GHAPIN MINE, 


Action Taken by the Marine Bank at Mil- 
, Wwaukee to Recover $86,000. 

Mitwavuker, Wis., March 26.— [Special. — 
Foreclosure proceedings have been com- 
menced by the Wisconsin Marine and Fire In- 
surance Company Bank against the Chapin 
Mining company. The Chapin mune is the 
greatest ore producer on the Menominee 
range and one of the most valuable iron min- 
ing properties in the United States. The mine 
will probably be sold for debt under the fore- 
closure proceedings. The amount due the 
bank, and for the recovery of which proceed- 
ings have been brought, is $86,000, ‘The 
mine has been controlled by Ferdinand 
Schlesinger since 1888. After the failure of 


Schlesinger a company headed by M. A. Han- 


na of Cleveland, with J. H. Tweedy and oth- 
ers of this city, was formed, but thus far 
nothing has, been done in the direction 
of working the mine since Schlesinger 
gave it up. As President Washington 
Becker of the Marine Bank sees no signs of a 
revival of work at the mine it was decided as 
a last resort-to bring foreclosure proceedings 
and sell the property, which is worth nothing 
unless the mine is Kept in operation. The 
purchaser will doubtless take the mine with 
the expectation of starting it up at once. It 
is said the total indebtedness against the pres- 
ent company, including the $86,000 due the 
bank, is in the neighborhood ot $800,000. 

In the Circuit Court Mary McKenna has 
sued John Mitchell, who is 90 years old, to 
recover $7.000 wages due. The plaintiff,who 
is now 55 years old, alleges that when she was 
13 years of age Mr. Mitchell. took her from 
an orphan asyium to his home, where she re- 
mained until about two yearsago. From 
1853 until 1885, the plaintiff alleges, she was 
a nurse and servant in the Mitchell house- 
hold. All that time the plaintiff thought 
she had been legally adopted. After Mrs. 
Mitchell’s death, two years ago, she under- 
took to leave the house, but, she alleges, Mr. 
Mitchell had her committed to an insane 
asylum. Her story is that she was released 
from the asylum and that later she lefta guar- 
dian, whose appointment Mr. Mitcheil had 
secured. She is now employed as a domestic 
in a West Side family. 

City Engineer Benzenburg has at last de- 
cided to heed the advice of the men who left 
the intake tunnel because their experience 
there taught them death lurked in the straight 
path the tunnel was pursuing. He will change 
the course of the tunnel to the north so as to 
avoid the extremely dangerous water vein 
through which for months he has attempted 
without success to carry the tunnel. 

The Milwaukee employés of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad have voted 
favorably on the propositions of the company 
to establish hospitals along the line for the 
employés. The vote was nearly unanimous, 
128 being in favor and about twenty against 
the proposition.

Admiral Walker's Instructions Touching 
His New Command Not Yet Completed. 
WasuineTon. D. C., March 26.—Admiral John 

G. Walker, who has been assigned to the com- 
mand of the Pacific station, has not yet left Wash- 
ington, being detained to receive his instruc- 
tions. The President, who himself selected Ad- 
miral Walker for this important command, is 
taking an active interest in their definition. It 
is expected the Admiral will be able to take the 
steamer of April 5 from San Francisco for Hono- 
lulu. The Admiral professes to be in ignorance 
as yet of the scope of his instructions and conse- 
quently could say nothing as to the likelihood of 
the establishment of a coaling station at Pearl 
Harbor. There is an impression here that that 
matter will be left largely to Admiral Walker's 
discretion: that it is not the sole or even the 
main purpose of his detail, but that the Presi- 
dent selected him for the post in order to have 
at Honolulu an officer upon whose judgment and 
experience he could rely in case of trouble. 


Additional Circuit Judges. 


The Senate Committee on Judiciary today 
authorized favorable reports upon the bills pro- 
viding for additional Judges in the Seventh, 
Eighth, and Ninth Judicial Cireuits. The Sev- 
enth Circuit comprisés the States of Illinois, In- 
diana, and Wisconsin; the Eighth, Minnesota, 
Iowa, Missouri, Arkansas, North and South Da- 
kota, Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma, Wyoming, 
Colorado, New Mexico, and Utah; the Ninth, 
California, Oregon, Nevada, Idaho, Montana, 
Washington, and Arizona.

GEORGE W. JONES’ BIRTHDAY. 


He Will Be 90 Years Old April 18-00. 
Jackson Recounts His Services to the 
Northwest=Uommittee Named to Re- 
ceive Him at the State Capital April 4 
“Bills Passed by House and Senate= 
Changes Made in the Assessment Valu- 
ation of Railroads. 


Des Morzs, Ia., March 26.—[Special.]— 
The 90th birthday 6f George W. Jones of 
Dubuque will be celebrated by the Legislature 
April 4. The anniversary occurs April 12, 
but the Legislature will not be in session that 
day. The tollowing was sent to both Houses 
of the General Assembly by Gov. Jackson this 
afternoon: 

I take great pleasure in reminding the Senators 
and members of the House of Representatives of 
the fact that we have alvin with us as a citizen 
of the State of Iowa a gentieman who for more 
than two-thirds of a century has made his home 
with us. He is a native of Indiana, but shortly 
after he attained his majority he came to this 
part of the country, which was then known as 
the “ far west,“ and soon enjoyed the honor and 
distinction of serving as a delegate in Congress 
from the Territory of Michigan, his district em- 
bracing an area stretching from Lake Huron to 
the Missouri River. 

He introduced a bill in Congress which or- 
ganized the State of Wisconsin and gave the 
great State its name, Afterward it was largely 
through his efforts that the State of Minnesota 
was organized, and to him was accorded the 
honor of naming its first Territorial Governor. 
At his earnest solicitation the Territory of Iowa 
was organized, and he also gave to it its name, 
and upon its admission as a State was elected as 
the first United States Senator from Iowa. He 
suggested the names of Clayton, Calhoun, Clay, 
Buchanan. Jackson, Fremont, Benton, Davis. and 
Polk to be given the counties of Iowa in honor of 
the eminent statesmen of that day, many of whom 
were his persona! friends and colleagues, thereby 
giving evidence of the friendship which he enter- 
tained towaftd these great national characters 
whose names and memories he thus wished to 


nor of Senator Linn of Missouri, bestowing 
— name upon one of his daughters at the same 
ime. 

This disti ished citizen was a drummer-boy 
in the War of 1812 and was a prominent charac- 
ter in the Black Hawk War. He was at one time 
an equal partner with Daniel Webster, which firm 
entered lands from the government now occupied 
by the cities of Madison, Wis., and Sioux City, Ia. 

e was an intimate and personal friend of 
Andrew Jackson and in 1825 he acted as 
9 ＋·ͤ escort through the State of Kentucky to 
the General when on his way to Washington to 
take his seat in Congress. In 1824, by act of 
Congress, he was made a member of the reception 
committee to meet Lafayette, when that illus- 
trious patriot visited this country. 

Suggests an Invitation to Jones. 

The gentleman to whom I refer, the Hon. George 
W. Jones, is now liying in the city of Dubuque, 
Id., strong and vigorous in health, and is looking 
forward with pleasant anticipations to his nine- 
tieth birthday, which will occur on the 12th day 
of April next. I would suggest as an appropriate 
recognition of the services rendered by this 
eminent citizen of lowa that an invitation be ex- 
tended him to visit the Capitol of his State upon 
the occasion of his ninetieth birthday and that 
he be received by the members of the Twenty- 
fifth General Assembly in joint convention. 

A committee of five consisting of Senators

HIS LOVE BURNED UP IN PRAIRIE FIRE. 


Gilbert E. Balley’s Desertion of His First 
Wife Recalled by His Taking a Second, 
The marriage of Gilbert E. Bailey and Mrs. 

Carrie E. Farrington announced in New York 
dispatches yesterday morning renews interest 
in a romantic story. The principals at the 
recent wedding are both well known in Chica- 
go. Sept. 14, 1881, Gilbert E. Bailey, a 
young engineer, married Cora Clauaherty, 
who was the daughter of a  promi- 
nent New York Republican politician, 
The young folks went to live on Bailey’s 
ranch near Rapid City. S. D. Then came dis- 
aster. A prairie fireg swept over Bailey's 
ranch. With it went Mbrses and stock, and, 
worst of ail, the flames left Mrs. Bailey terri- 
bly burned, apparently beyond recovery, and 
her face distorted and disfigured beyond 
recognition. Her beauty was gone and with 
it her husband’s love. She saw this and 
went on a visit to relatives in 
New York, while he went as a corre- 
spondent for a newspaper to the scene 
of the Indian troubles in the Southwest. 
Bailey came to Chicago in 1893. Soon 
after Mrs. Bailey came to see the World’s 
Fair. Soon after discovering that she was no 
longer loved some of Mrs. Bailey's relatives 
died and left her a small fortune. The settle- 
ment of the West had thrown the ranch which 
was in her name into the corporate limits of 
a city and she was wealthy. She sailed 
for Paris and there, under the hand 
of the greatest surgeons, submitted 
to the tortures of skin grafting. 
Mrs. Bailey returned to America no longer 
hideous, but a good-looking woman. One 
who knew her husband came to her in regard 
to a proposition to start a woman's paper at 
the World’s Fair. Mrs. Bailey was ready to 
put $280,000 in the enterprise, and in the 
negotiations which followed her acquaintance 
remarkeii on the coincidence of knowing a 
Gilbert E. Bailey. “His wife is dead, poor 
fellow,“ said he; she was burned to death in 
a prairie flre.“ Mrs. Bailey discovered that 
her husband was living or the South Side and 
was paying attentions to Mrs. Farrington. 
The wife engaged a residence on 
Michigan avenue, furnished it  lux- 
uriously, and — engaged a large 
corps of servants. Then she sought 
her husband and begged him to return to her. 
Bailey refused. He told his wife that he loved 
a New Orleans girl and that he would rather 
live in poverty with her than return to his 
wife. The wife’s efforts at reconciliation 
failed, and she „ her Michigan ave- 
nue house and left for Europe, where she is 
now traveling. Jan. 28 last Bailey was 
granted a legal separation from his wife on 
the ground of desertion, and now follows the 
marriage which his first wife made such an 
effort to prevent. 


DECIDES SUGAR TRUST IS NOT ILLEGAL. 
Judge Dallas in United States Circuit Court 
Gives the Corporation a Victory. 

PuiuapetPpata, Fa., March 26.—Judge 
Dallas in the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals today affirmed the decree of the Cir- 
cuit Court of the Eastern District of Pennsyl- 
vania, in the case of the United States Gov- 
ernment against the sugar trust, to the effect 
that the absorption of the Philadelphia re- 
fineries by the sugar trust was legal. This is 
a victory for the trust. The only question 
which the case involved, in the opinion of the 
court, is the following: Did the lower court 
err in holding, that the facts in this case 
do not show a contract, combination, 
or conspiracy to restrain or monopo- 
lize trade or commerce among the 
several States or with foreign nations.“ The 
bill filed on behalf of the United States Gov- 
ernment is founded wholly on the act of Con- 
gress of July 2. 1890, known as the anti- 
trust law. The defendants, the opinion says, 
are charged with violation of its first two sec. 
tions. which relate respectively to restraint 
of trade and to monopoly. The utmost that 
can be said, and this for the present purpose 
may be assured,is that the sugar trust bas 
acquired control of the business of refining 
and selling sugar in the United States. But 
does this involve monopoly or restraint of 
foreign or inter-State commerce? We are 
clearly of opinion that it does not.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa,, March 26.—[Specia 1.] 
—The assignment of Henry S. Loucheim & 
Co., bankers, today made a sensation because 
the firm was considered to be unusually 
strong. What condition affairs are in cannot 
be told at present. The crash ends the dream 
of Henry Loucheim to become one of the 
stars of the financial world. Seven years ag o 
he left the clothmg business worth 
$800,000. With this he set out to 
become a Rothschild. He purchased 
the residence of Peter A. B. Widener and es- 
tablished himself in society. Loucheim 
sought high-class custom and dealt in Read- 
ing and Poughkeepsie Bridge bonds. In Me- 
Leod of the Reading he saw another star, and 
soon the banker was caught in the net. Inthe 
fateful crash of February, 1893, Loucheim 
lost $200,000 in one day. He had borrowed 
money on Reading and other McLeod secur- 
ities. The monetary stringency foilowed, the 
beautiful Widener house was sold, and today 
Henry Loucheim is out just $800,000. He 
closed all his accounts on the New Vork and 
Philadelphia Stock Exchanges. Banks in the 
two cities are his creditors. He refused 
$100,000 to help him through Saturday, say- 
ing it was of no use.

| HIS “CASE” A SECRET. 


NEWMAN WILL NOT REVEAL THE 
NAMES OF ALLEGED PLOTTERS. 


The Lawyer Declarés the Men Who Robbed 
Him of $28,000 Cannot Escape Him, 
but He Refuses to Make Known Any- 
thing More—Political Circles Excited 
Over the Charge That an Alderman 
Got a Share of the Big Stealings=New 
Story of the Robbery. 


The interview with Jacob Newman concern- 
ing the stealing of $28,000 from him last 
spring, which was published in Taz Tarnunn 
yesterday, was the talk of political circles, 
Mr. Newman was besieged by callers yester- 
day anxious to learn the name of the Alder- 
man who, he said, was connected with the 
plot to bunko mm. Afternoon papers 
contained varicus statements credited to him, 
none of them quoting him as naming the 
city father. In answer to the inguiry as to 
when he would go before the grand jury with 
his evidence, as he announced he would do, Mr. 
Newman said to a reporter for Tun Trrsunzg: 
I desire to say nothing.“

The rumors and excited gossip which New- 
mans story created crystallized into a more or 
less definite account of the robbery. This 
was that it was the result of a skillfully ar- 
ranged plot, thought out in this city. The 
principals, it was alleged, were a prominent 

olitician, De France, two residents of 
and a woman. A lawyer from 

é City of the Straits was also 
said to be connected. De France, it was 
stated, had confessed that Newman was 
selected as the victim by the politician, who, 
notwithstanding Newman’s reputation for 
shrewdness, told his associates the lawyer 
could be hoodwinked. Other details of the 
robbery were similar to those that have been 
published, except that the sachel containing 
the money was not passed to a confederate 
on the street as De France walked from 
Herman Schaffner & Co.’s bank to Newman’s 
office, in company with thelatter. The money, 
it was said, was lifted' in the bank. New- 
man, after the cash had been paid over, was 
importuned by De France to carry it. 

O, no,” said he. You put it in that 
sachel.“ ’ 

De France proceeded to do so while New. 
man stepped around to Herman Schaffner’s 
desk just to tell what a big client he had 
gotz“ it was said. De France improved the 
opportunity to pick the currency out of the 
sachel and stowitaway in his pocketsina 
twinkling. The same evening, it was said, 
Newman opened the sachel which, as has 
been told, was left at his office and found the 
money missing. 


Name of the Alderman Guarded. 


A private detective agency, it is said, found 
the hotel at which Mr. Newman says the 
$28,000 was divided and cut the page out 
of the register containing the signatures of 
the conspirators. A story told late in the day 
was that the hotel was located at No. 302 
Michigan avenue. The story mentioned the 
name of the Alderman alleged to have se- 
cured a part of the money divided. Mr. 
Newman was told of this story. He refused 
either to affirm or deny it. 

Insnector Shea was asked about the story. 
He said: 

»Jdon't know apything about it, and if I 
did I wouldn't teil. 

At that point a man in the office mentioned 
the name of the Alderman. Thereupon the 
Inspector gazed out the window meditatively 
and said: Do they name him? What a pity! 
What a pity!“

. WREST ONCE THE LAW TO THY Ab- 
THORITY.” 

The Illinois statutes provide: 

Sec. 285. A person that becomes lunatic or in- 
sane af er the commission of the crime or misde- 
theanor shall not be fried for the offense during 
the contit uance of the lunacy or insanity. If, 
af.er the verdict of guilty and before judgment is 
pronounced, such person becomes lunatic or in- 
sane, then no judgment shall be given While such 

sanity shall continue. And if, after 
judgment and befogtxecution of sentence, such 
person become lunatic or insane, then, in case the 
punishment be capital, the execution tnereof 
shall be staid until the recovery of suid person 
from the insanity or lunacy. In all of these cases 
it shall be the duty of the court to impanel ajury 
to try the question whether the accused be at the 
time of impaneling insane or lunatic. 

The Supreme Court, the United States 
Judges, and the acting Governor refused to 
prolong the existence of the murderer Pren- 
dergast. His lawyers then fell back on an 
obsolete statute and a too-recent Judge, who 
consented—as far as is known without hesita-

longed to a wiser colleague and a codrdinate 
branchf bf his own court. 

The law did not compel him to hear the ap- 
plication. There are petitions presented to 
Judges on which they must act. This was not 
one of them. It was a case in which he hud 
ample discretion.

think it would be becoming for him to inter- 


fere on the solicitation of his old law partner 
in a case that really did not concern his 
court.“ 

The circumstances being what they were, we 
can imagine Judge Chetlain saying to his 
former partner, Mr. Gregory: I am the 
one man out of the twenty Judges in this 
** county to whom you should not have come. 
Lou were my law partner up to a few 
months ago and you ask from me a respite 
for your client, which the Supreme Court. 
the United States Judges, and the Governor 
have refused to give. If I, who am not 
** compelled to hear this case, should consent 
to do so and grant what they have refused, 
‘* whata position I should stand in—be placed 
in- before the community. The people be- 
**lieve the verdict in the Prendergast case 

a just one and are satisfied, because neither 
„ courts nor Governor have modifiedit. If 
I do what you ask and try this man again 
for insauity and he escapes the gallows 
what will the people say? You have no 
right to ask me to subject myself to their 
* criticism. Go to Judge Brentano.“ 

Judge Chetlain might have said that, or he 
might have refused plumply without assign- 
ing a reason to hear the case. But he was 
weak enough to assent. Even after he had 
gone so far he could have stopped. It was 
not obligatory on him to give Prendergast%a 
second trial for insanity merely because Pren- 
dergast's brother said he was very recently 
crazy, or because a doctor who swore he was 
insane on the first trial said he was insane 
now, or because his priest thought him a luna- 
tic at this time. 

The Judge should havé asked for and in- 
sisted on something better than the grima 
facie proof furnished by persons who wanted 
the prisoner’ s life prolonged. Neither he nor 
any other Judge should have granted a new 

trial in this case unless the evidence was con- 
clusive—not prima facie—that anew condi- 
tion had arisen. The reason for that is plain. 
The man was tried for insanity as well as 
murder three months ago. A jury duly im- 
paneled heard the testimony and the argu- 
ments and decided Prendergast was not in- 
sane, The jury is the judge of the law and 
the facts in IIlinois and of the facts in all 
States. It is the judge of the facts everywhere. 
The question of insanity is one purely of 
fact. It had been settled by the jury. Judge 
Chetlain had no business to unsettle it with- 
out overwhelming evidence that Prendergast 
was mad. 

Neither the statute quoted above nor the 
common law provision which it replaced con- 
temp.ated the upsetting of a verdict that a 
man was sane by a subsequent proceeding. It 
meant that when aman who was of* sound 
mind at the time of his trial as faras was 
known suddenly went mad, and such cases 
have happened, a jury should be impaneled to 
render a forthal verdict to that effect, which 
would save him from the gallows. Never be- 
fore wasa man who had been declared of 
sound mind able to secure a reopening of the 
question three months later. To justify grant- 
ing a new trial to Prendergast he should have 
shown such plain and recent signs of lunacy 
that every one would have said the man had 
suddenly become crazy, By interfering with 
the verdict in this case Judge Checiain has 
assaulted the idea of trial by jury. 

By assuming jurisdiction when he need not 


tion—to assume jurisdiction of a case that be- 


have done so, by wresting the law to carry 
out the wishes of his old partner, Judge Chet- 
lain hes done that which tends to bring the 
law iato contempt. When Judges overturn 
verdicts of juries, overrule Supreme Courts, 
and usurp the prerogatives of Governors how 
can citizens be expected to have much respect 


for verdicts or for Judges? -If a Judge does 


not hold the law in honor, and if he seems 
willing to bend it to gerve his friends, can 
common people be expected to be faithful ob- 
servers of the law? 


The people of Chicago are law-abiding. ° 


They wish justice to be done by the courts, 
and they do not want to take it into their own 
hands. The murder of Mayor Harrison was an 
atrocious one. The citizens, confident in 
the sufficiency of the law, left the 
punishment of the murderer to the 
tribunals of justice. They waited patient- 
ly for the law to take its course. The mur- 
derer had a fair trial and was found guilty. 

His counse! appealed to the Supreme Court 
and the Governor. They had the right to do 
so, and the citizens did not dream of denying 
itto them. The court and Governor refused 
ta save the murderer, and then the people see 
all that has been done set aside and a new lease 
of life and a new trial granted. Such acts as 
this breed lawlessness. They make the peo- 
ple believe that criminals never will get their 
deserts unless it be outside the law. They 
make the people believe that the orderly 
processes of justice can be set aside by a judi- 
cial caprice or on the application of an old 
partner. He who saps the faith of the people 
in the inexorable enforcement of the laws and 
the inflexible and scrupulous regard for them 
on the part of the judiciary strikes a blow at 
one of the fundamental principles of Ameri- 
can institutions. That is what Judge Chet- 
lain has done by taking Prendergast out of the 
hands of the Sheriff, in which the jury ani the 
courts had placed him, so that he, Chetlain, 
may decide what his fate shall be. | 


TOO MANY GROGGERYKEEPERS. 

Of the thirty-four Democratic Aldermanic 
candidates eleven are saloonkeepers. Of the 
thirty-four hold-over Aldermen seven ate in 
the same business, If the voters are willing, 
therefore, there will be in the next Council 
eighteen representatives of the gin-mills, who 
will vote as à unit against any measure which 
they think calculated to interfere with the 
license of their craft to cause as much dis- 
comfort and misery to others as possible, If 
an ordinance is introduced providing that a 
rum-hole shall not be established next door 
to a church, opposite a school-house, or in 
the center of a! residence district, they will 
Kill it. That is one reason why saloon-men 
are 80 anxious to get into the Council. An- 
other reason is that it adds to their political 
power. Another reason with most of them is 
that it enables them to form the acquaintance 
of carporations and have profitable dealings 
with them. 

If there were eighteen bakers, grocers, la w- 
vers, or druggists in the Council the people 
would begin to ask how it happened that one 
business or profession had secured so many 
representatives. They would say that there 
was a suspicious look to it. But the equanim- 
ity of the voters does not seem to be disturbed 
in the least by the enormous representation of 
the liquor traffic in the Council or by the 
efforts of the saloonkeepers to increase their 
membership in that body. They act much as 
if they thought selling whisky over a bar was 
the best kind of training for an Aldermanic 
position. 

Figs are not gathered of thistles and decent 
Aldermen are not found in saloons. It is the 
last place in the world to go for them. Pri- 
vate employers are notin the habit of going 
there for their help, They will not have sa- 
loonkeepers or the habitués of saloons in 
their service. But it seems as if the voters of 
many of the wards turn instinctively toa 
groggery when they have to select a man to 
assist in managing the business affairs of a 
city with more than a million and a half peo- 
ple. Ifa business-man, honest and compe- 
tent, with no axes to grind, no private inter- 
ests to be aided. presents himself asa candi- 
date he ia defeated with great promptness 
and told to get out of the way for his betters. 

The saloonkeepers think they ought to run 
the Council and the city. If they are allowed 
to remain in that belief they will assume that 
they must attend to the affairs of the State, 
with which they meddie too much already, 
and must have a large share of the member- 
ship of the Legislature. It is high time to 
teach them their place. They are not fit tp 
be Aldermen. Their business isa degrading 
and a demoralizing, one. The greater the 
number of them in a City .Council the lower 
the standard of decency in that city. It is 
natural. that a saloonkeeper's besotted ‘cus- 
tomers should vote fur him. Why any one 
else should passes all understanding. |

Even if 
the Republican Senators should be of the 
opinion that the amount of protection given 
by the bill to this particular Troy industry 
was too small and that that industry would 
suffer es a consequence yet they ought not to 
turn the grindstone for Senator Murphy so he 
may sharpen his ax. It is not the business of 
the Republicans to make the Wilson bill ac! 
ceptable to a few Democrats who have some 
local industries which they want protected, 
while they are willing to sacrifice all the other 
industries of the country. It is not the busi. 
ness of the Republicans to help tinker the 
Wilson bill so as to improve its chances of 
passing the Senate. 

This he’ds good of various petty amend- 
mer ,which will be offered by Senators like 
Murphy, but it does not hold good if any 
Democrats endeavor:to strike out the incou: 
tax part of the bill. Senator McPherson will 
vote for such an amendment. It is under- 
stood that Senator Hill and his colleague will 
do so. If there are enough Democrats with 
the assistance of the Republicans to strike out 
that most offensive part of the bill wherein an 
attempt is made to cater to socialistic senti- 
ment then every Republican should vote for 
the amendment.

EIGHTY-CENT GAS IN CLEVELAND. 

It has taken the people of Cleveland a little 
less than three years to bring its gas company 
to time. The city authorrties resolved in 
1891 that the price should be 60 cents per 
1,000 feet, instead of the $1 previously 
charged. Of course the gaslight and coke 
company protested that it could not be done, 
that it cost a great deal more than 80 cents to 
manufacture and distribute the gas, arid that 
the company could not be forced to operate at 
a loss. The city obtained proof that this 
claim in regard to cost was not correct, and 
has gained the important concession of 20 
cents per 1,000, besides the payment into the 


City Treasury of 6 ½ per cent of the gross re- 


ceipta by the company. 

During the investigation one expert testified 
that the cost of making gas was 42 cents, 
while the residuals, coke, far, etc., were worth 
18, making the net cost of the gas 24 cents 
put in the holder. From the testimony of 
another the figures came out as cost 48 cents, 
value of residuals 21, net cost of gas in the 
holder 27 cents per 1,000 feet. It may be 
observed that the average of these statements 
is 25 ½ cents, and that a fair allowance for 
extra freight on the 22 cents’ worth of coal 
and oil brought from the East would bring up 
to about 28 cents the net cost of putting gas 
into the holder at Chicago, that being the fig- 
ure which it is claimed the gas costs the com- 
panies in this city. 

It is claimed that these figures do not in- 
clude anything for interest on the plant, but 
about one-eighth of the amount is charged up 
to repairs and three-eighths to labor, which is 
a pretty liberal allowance, and it hardly can 
be doubted that the latter includes cost of dis- 
tribution in each case. If it did not the addi- 
tion for that cost would not be a large one. 
Up to the close of 1887 the total cost of 
natural gas to consumers in Pittsburg and 
vicinity was only 3 cents per 1,000 feet, that 
including the cost and maintenance of mains 
extending several miles from the wells to the 
city. It may be claimed that the quantity 
per capita was much larger for natural gas at 
Pittsburg than for higher priced artificial 
gas in Cleveland or Chicago, but against 
that it would be fair to place a 
greeter density of population, and the 
undeniable fact that a material lowering of 
price would enormously stimulate consump- 
tion, as cheap gas would be used freely for 
heating as well as for illuminating purposes. 
As for the allowance of capital it strely ought 
not to equal the total gross cost of the prod- 
uct, which substantially is what was claimed 
for the Cleveland company. If permitted to 
equal the net cost of gas placed in the holder 
it would much exceed any other admitted 
capital share in the products of manufacture 
in the United States, and would leave the 
actual cost to the consumer not more than 60 
cents per 1,000, which is the figure resolved 
on by the Mayor and Common Council of 
Cleveland in the spring of 1891. 

Hence in obtaining a drop in the price of 
gas to 80 cents per 1,000 feet, and the pay- 
ment of 644 per cent of the gross receipts of 
the company, into the City Treasury, the peo- 
ple of that city have not gained too much of 
a concession. They still are dealing with the 
gas monopolists on terms which are liberal 
to the latter, but they are to be congratulated 
on having obtained so much and on having 
brought out facts which will enable the peo- 
ple of this city to draw an inference for 
themselves, Eighty cents is but a trifle over 
two-thirds of the $1.15 per 1,000 which is 
paid here by those who meet their bills 
promptly and get the discount. It is less 
than 60 per cent of the price of gas named 
on the face of the monthly bill. Surely a 
substantial reduction should be one of the re- 
sults of the investigation of our gas trust and 
its methods which now is in progress. If it 
be proven in a legal way that the combined 
companies ha ve forfeited their charters there 
should not be much trouble in making them 
come to time and serving gas to the people 
at a reasonable price to the consumer and a 
reasonable profit to themselves. If they 
can be forced to do that it will be far better 
to let them keep on supplymg gas than to 
have the streets of the city torn up and the 
pavements ruined by a new corporation, 


A MONSTER GUN, 

The largest gun ever made in this country 
was tested recently at the naval ordnance prov- 
ing grounds at Indian Head on the Potomac 
with success. The monster isa thirteen-inch 
gun and one of twelve ordered (four each) 
for the battleships Oregon, Massachusetts, 
and Indiana. The other battleship, Iowa, will 
carry twelve-inch guns. The thirteen-inch 
gun weighs 67 tons and its mount 31 tons, 
and as each ship is to, carry four of them the 
battery will add 492 tons weight to be car- 
ried. The shells for these guns weigh 1,100 
pounds and are of two kinds, the armor- 
piercing. which is made of steel and nearly 
solid, and the common shell of forged steel 
with a large chamber for the explosive. The 
charge of powder necessary to drive the first 
is 550 pounds and for the second 425 pounds. 
Referring to the powder used the Baltimore 
Sun says: 

Powder such as no one ever dreamed of ten years 
ago is used. Itis technically known as Brown 
prismatic, and takes the latter term from the pe- 
culiar shape of the grain. Each grain is pgoba- 
bly two and a half inches high and two in width, 
and is prismatic, in form, with a small hole 
through the center. Eleven of these grains make 
one pound, Each grain would make several 
rounds for an ordinary fowling-piece. The ex- 
tent 6f the charge necessitates it being placed in 
four parts, each part also prismatic. These parts 


are forced in the gun, and when in place hug one 
another closely. Thi muslin bags hold the 


powder in place. 


The test shows that the gun is capable of, 


sending the 1, 100. pound shel! fifteen miles 
with an initial velocity of 2,000 feet per sec- 
ond, and that the shell will pierce twenty-two 
and one-half inches of steel at a distance of 
300 feet. The cost of firing is enormous. 
The armor-piercing shell costs $450 and the 
common shell $150, the full charge of pow- 
der $190, and the reduced charge $160. In 
the one case, therefore, each discharge costs 
$640 and in the other $310. In case of ac- 
tion the battery of armor-piercers would cost 
$2,560 for each discharge—a contingency 
which ought to make accurate firing a neces- 
sity to save wholesale waste of money. 

Accurate as the test showed the firing to be 

and successful as the big gun was it is not an- 
ticipated that any more of them will be made, 
simply because they may prove to be too 
heavy for safety, and in any event because 
ten-inch guns are sufficient for all practical 
purposes. The mere fact that a gun can send 
a projectile fifteen miles amounts to but little, 
as battles are not fought at that distance, and 
no vessel would be a mark at that long range. 
Stili less will such guns be likely to come 
into general use when it is demonstrated, as 
it has been more than once in other navies, 
that they are dangerous to the vessel qarrying 
such tremendous weight and to the men oper- 
ating them. Representative Cummings, Chair- 
man of the House Naval committee, very sen- 
sibly says in an interview: 

In my judgment a ten-inch gun is the largest 
we should make, as it combines the greatest effi- 
ciency with the least disadvantage. At Annapo- 
lis I saw one of the thirteen-inch gens simular to 


with them. But it would be neither right nor : 


the one tested at Indian Head, mounted on an 
Italian warship. It was mountedon a raised 


turret with delicate machinery for swinging the 


gunonan eccentric. But the delicacy of the 
machinery was better suited to a watch than toa 
heavy gun. A 1 shot dropped into it 
would have destroyed this delicate mechanism 
and crippled the 2 The disadvantages of 
mounting and handling huge guns quite out- 
weigh any advantages they have in effectiveness. 
It was established at the Indian Head trials that 
a ten-inch gun is sufficiently effective to demolish 
any armor-plate made. That being so there is no 
need of getting any more effectiveness. All be- 
yond the ten- ine, gun is waste. 

It may be a matter for glorification to build 
a gun of this monstrous size and have it prove 
successful in its shore tests, but it will be 
more to the purpose to make guns that are 
practical, and if, as Mr, Cummings says, a 
ten-inch gun can demolfsh any armor-plate 
made there does not seem tobe any good 
reason why money should be wasted on thir- 


teen-inch guns. 


NOW FOR SMOKE ABATEMENT. 

The smoke nuisance in this city is about to be 
attacked on a systematic, comprehensive plan, 
from which the best results may be expected. 
The Smoke inspectors and the Building Com- 
missioner have agreed to work in concert for 
the suppression of the nuisance. The latter 
has consented to submit to the Smoke In- 
spectors all plans for new buildings and to re 
fuse to approve any plans of which they dis- 
approve. The desired permission will not be 
given unless the chimneys be large enough, 
the draft strong enough, and the boiler capac- 
ity for power sufficiently great to insure a 
proper combustion of the fuel. This rule is 
to extend to all plans for tenements, apart- 
ment houses, stores, business blocks, sky 
scrapers,’ hotels, factories, and all other sorts 
of buildings except ordinary dwelling houses. 

Smoke Inspector Adams announces that he 
will proceed tq business at once and at- 
tend toit. He admits that the city cannot 
compel a man to burn hard coal, that any 
man who ownsa chimney can burn soft coal, 
or old rags, or anything else, so long as he 
does not make too much smoke, but it can 
and will compel him not to have too large 
streams of smoke issuing from his chimneys. 
Under the city ordinance providing. therefor 
all engineers and stokers who willfully permit 
dense volumes of smoke to issue from their 
chimneys will forfeit ther licenses and others 
will be prosecuted. Whenaman has paid 
$50 per day in fines for a few months he may 
decide that it will be cheaper for him to burn 
hard coal and make less smoke, 

The smoke nuisance is said to be particu- 
larly bad in what was last year the World’s 
Fair district. Most of the hotels built special- 
ly for the accommodation of visitors to the 
Columbian Exposition are burning soft coal, 
and residents in that vicinity are afflicted 
with the worst kind of atmosphere possible 
on this planet. The thing was borne. with 
little complaint during the Fair, as it was 
widely supposed to be inevitable, but if any 
necessity for it existed then it exists no. 
longer. Some of the hotel proprietors there 
admit this, and a meeting will be held a few 
dayshence at which will be submitted to 
them the advisability of burning anthracite 
coal as a means of avoiding the daily fines it is 
proposed to ask for all persistent offénders. 

It is several months since any one was con- 
victed of breaking the smoke ordinance in 
this city. A new order of things is to be in- 
stituted, and it should be comparatively easy 
to enforce the ordinances during the next six 
months, the summer being the time of mini- 
mum fuel combustion in the cities. As a rule 
only the big buildings will need to be looked 
after, and if they are brought into line before 
the advent of next winter it will not be diffi- 
cult ta deal later with the principal ones 
among the minor offenders. The plan deter- 
mined on is a good one, and it is to be hoped 
it will not be carried out faint-heartedly by 
the officials. If they will do their duty the 
smoke nuisance in this city soon may be made 
a thing of the past.

There are many iniquities in the Wilson bill, 
and I tried my best to correct some of them in 
the discussion in the House, but the free traders 
from the South and West fairly howled at me, 
and a large number of cuckoos in my district 
and elsewhere joined in a crusade to abuse me. 
I intended to make some suggestions on the sub- 
ject to which you refer, but if I had thrown any 
more stones at the free trade idol they would have 
mobbed me. 

And yet in spite of these iniquities Mr. 
Beltzhoover voted for the Wilson bill. He 
did so, however, before the voters of his dis- 
trict had expressed their sentiments so em- 
phatically. He has seen a great light since 
then. But it is not likely that his letter will 
save him even if he is renominated. Next 
November the voters in his district, being 
worse off than now, will not cast their ballots 
for a man who voted for the Wilson bill, even 
if he did try in vain to “correct some of its 


iniquities.

POSTMASTER — being. invited to ad- 
dress a gathering of Milwaukee Democrats 
during the present Mayoralty campaign, says 
he cannot accept the invitation because he is 
laid up with a broken arm, but that under 
other conditions I should be glad to accept 
the invitation.

KOSSUTH FUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS 


The Remains Will Leave Turin Tomorrow, 
Reaching Buda-Pesth Thursday. 

Tunty, March 26.—The preparations for 
the funéral ceremonies here over the remains 
of Louis Kossuth are almost completed. 
After a service at the Evangelical Church at 
Na. m. Wednesday, the remains will be es- 
corted to the railroad station and there lie in 
atemporary mortuary until the municipal 
avthorities, the same evening, deliver the re- 
mains to the representatives of the municipal 
authorities of Buda-Pesth. The body of Kos- 
suth, accompanied by its escort of Hungarian 
officials, will leave this city for Buda-Pesth 
on a special train at 8 p.m.

Mrs. Palmer Gives Sensational Testimony 
in McWhirter Murder Case. 

Fresno, Cal., March 26.—Testimony in the 
trial of R. S. Heath here today created a sen- 
sation. Heath is on trial for the murder of 
Louis B, McWhirter, who was shot in his yard 
at night. It was claimed McWhirter had com- 
mitted suicide and an insurance compahy 
contested the payment of his life insurance 
on that ground, but the case was decided 
against the company.

oday Mrs. Palmer was brought into court 
upon her bed, she being in the last stage of 
consumption. She said that on the morning 
of the McWhirter murder she was bringing 
her husband into Fresno to take a train which 
here at 2:30 4. m. She 
met a short distance from town 
a buggy containing two persons, 
one of whom was Reed B. Terry, the other she 
did not recognize. Just before meeting the 
buggy some blazing rags had been thrown 
out of it and the dry grass by the roadside was 
being ignited. She stopped and stamped out 
the flames. She stooped and picked up the 
half consumed rags, one provi to bea 
mask and the other a handkerchief, upon 
which was the name R. S. Heath.“ The 
handkerchief and mask she produced. 

Reed Terry is well known throughout the 
State. Heisa prominent lawyer and was a 
leader of the political faction opposed to Mc- 
Whirter. Terry isa nephew of Judge Terry, 
who was killed by Marshal Nagle as he was 
about to assault Justice Field of the United 
States Supreme Court several years ago. He 
ran for Congressman in the Sixth District on 
the Democratic ticket, but was defeated. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 26.—Reed B.

IS ABLE TO CARRY OUT ITS CONTRACTS. 


Receiver Trumbull’s Answer in the Union 
Pacifie-Gulf Road Case, 

Omana, Neb., March 26.—[Special.]—The 
United States Court room was crowded this 
morning when court convened to hear the 
Gulf case. Receivers Clark; Mink, and 
Anderson, General Solicitor Thurston, Wil- 
lard, Teller gf Denver, and Gen. Cowin were 
present for the Union Pacific, while the 
Gulf was represented by A. E. 
Pattison and Henry L. Hobson of Denver. 
Judge Gantt and General Attorney Harper of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen were 
also present. The answer of Receiver Trum- 
bull was filed this morning. It covers the 
questions which Judges Caldwell and Sanborn 

will decide. Mr. Trumbull alleges that he has 
information that since Jan. 1 sufficient money 
has been earned by the Union Pacific to pay 
all operating expenses and interest on bonded 
indebtedness and he asks leave to refer to 
the files. He alleges that the contracts 
and agreements could be carried out 
without the loss of a dollar to 
the Union Pacific. Mr. Trumbull denies that 
the jurisdiction of the Judges of Nebraska ex- 
tends beyond the boundaries of the State. He 
claims that the interests of the two roads are 
identical, and that it is to the advantage of 
both to carry out the contracts. When court 
opened Mr. Hobson for the Gulf asked 
how the Judges were sitting, whether for 
Nebraska or the entire circuit. He was told 
their acts here sufficed for the whole circuit. 
Gen. Cowin, for the receivers, said the con- 
tracts were illegal, as the Union Pacific had 
no right to divert its earnings from its use 
to that of another road. Judge Teller of Den- 
ver then spoke for the Union Pacific on the 
validity of che order of Judge Dundy modify- 
ing the contracts, and held that the receivers 
could not be bound by the con- 
tracts and were expected to operate 
the road as . economically as possible.

Valuable Wedding Present for J. Pierpont 
Morgan’s Daughter Sent in a Contra- 
band MannereThe Banker Has to Pay

STIRRED UP BY DEPEW’S SPEECH. 


Ratiway Presidents Disturbed by an Affair 
Said ta Have Been Misconstrued, 

New Yorx, March 26.—[Special.]—The 
publication of Chauncey M. Depew’s sbeech 
at the meeting of the Trunk Line Association, 
at which it was decided to establish a penalty 
of $10,000 for violations of the agree- 
ment not to cut rated, has stirred up 
no little feeling among the Presidents, 
because it is alleged the circumstances 
that led to the speech have been wholiy wis- 
construed. It was said that contracts of the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk with certain agents 
whereby the latter were allowed 50 per cent 
commission for a period covering the 
whole of the current year was the cause 
of the threatened disruption of the asrocia- 
tion. The fact is said to be that when Com- 
missioner Blanchard war called upon at the 
previous meeting to state which roads had 
inaugurated the $8 rate from Chicago to New 
York he mentioned the Wabash, Nicke! Plate, 
and West Shore, the latter of which are 
Vanderbilt lines. 

J. D. Layng, General Manager of the West 
Shore, at first protested that his company re- 
ceived its full proportion of the rate from 
Chicago to New York, which would be more 
than $7. Therefore the Nickel Plate got less 
than 81 as its share for a longer haul, 
The West Shore afterward backed down 
from this position, The first step that 
threatened to break up the association, 
according to the official minutes of the meet- 
ing, was taken by President Newell of the 
Lake Shore, not by President Roberts of the 
Pennsylvania. The Lake Shore is one of the 
leading Vanderbilt lines. Mr. Newell intro- 
duced the following resolution, which, if it 
had passed, would have resulted in a rate war. 

Resolved, That from and after this date all dif- 
ferentials on passenger traffic be abolished. 

Re:olved, That the power granted the Commis- 
sioner at the 3 Traflic Association meet- 
ing of Feb. 28 to authorize ali lines to make 
east-bound passenger fares conform to the cut 
rates of differential fare lines pending this meet- 
ing be extended indefinitely. 

The abolishment of differentials, as the 
resolution proposes to do, would have swept 
away the only controlimg feature of the asso- 
ciation in the absence of an agreed division 
of the Lusiness and a penaity, which it 
is proposed to establish in the near 
future. President Roberta, it should be said, 
seconded this resolution of Mr. Newell’s. 
Then followed a spirited discussion in which 
Mr. Depew’s speech was but one of the links. 
The resolution failed to pass.

The Armor-Plate Frauds May, It Is Said, 
Lead to His Resicnation.

STRIKERS HOOT AT A PROCESSION, 


Unseemly Display Is 
Weavers at Paterson, N. J. 

New York, March 26.—18pecial.]— The 
corner-stone of the new city he at Paterson, 
N. J., which is being erecind te the memory 
of Alexander Hamilton, fuunder of the city, 
was laid today. The civic and military pro- 
cession was nearly two miles long. Few of 
the workmen now on strike in the city were 
there, for they were holding a demonstation 
of their own. The corner-stone was laid with 
Masonic ceremonies, At the corner of Mar- 
ket and Main streets they met a procession of 
5,000 striking riboon weavers, who were re- 
turning from a mass-meeting in Paterson Isl- 
and Park.

On account 
of this attitude toward the city hall commit- 
tee many of the secret societies, such as the 
Red Men, Odd-Fellows, and other fraternal 
organizations, refused to participate in the 
exercises, although invited to do so.

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GUILTY OF MURDERS. 


HEAVY SENTENOES ON DEFENDANTS 
IN THE PRUNTY OASE. 


Thomas McNally and Charles Kurth Given 
Imprisonment for Life and Edward 
Warren Sent to the Penitentiary for 
Twenty YearseHistory of the Killing 
of the Father and Son—Sam B. Kay- 
mond’s Chances of Recovery from the 
Surgical Operation Considered Bright. 


The defendants in the Prunty murder case 
were found guilty. A verdict was reached by 
the jury at 7:20 o’clock last night. Thomas 
McNally and Charles Kurth were each sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment, and Edward 
Warren to twenty yearsin the penitentiary. 
The usual motion for a new trial was made as 
soon as the verdict was announced. 
The argument of Attorney Blackburn for 
the defense and Attorney Morrison for the 
State occupied nearly the entire session of 
court yesterday. Judge Freeman's instruc- 
tions consumed only a half hour’s time. 
The murder of which the three men 
were found guilty was committed at 4 
o’clock in the morning of Nov. 16 last. 
James Prunty, the father of the family, 
was shot and instantly killed by the 
burglars who entered his house, No. 44 
West Thirteenth street, and Peter Prunty, the 
son of James Prunty, died Dec. 9 from a bul- 
let wound received in the struggle with the 
burglars. Mrs. Bridget Prunty, from her 
bedroom: which opens off the kitchen, heard 
some one walking and got up to see what was 
the trouble. As she stepped into the kitchen 
she saw a strange man whose face was 
partly concealed. Before she could speak 
he thrust a revolver in her face. Mrs. Prunty 
screamed. Her cry. brought her husband 
from his bed to her side. As he came into 
the room the burglar turned and fired at him. 
The noise aroused other members of the fam- 
ily. Sadie Prunty found standing at the door 
of her room a man who leveled a revolver at 
her.

TO CLOSE THE YARDS. 


BRICK MANUPACTURERS REFUSE TO 
QONCEDE SCALE PRICES. 


At a Meeting Representatives of the Lead- 
ing Firms Announce That the Wages 
Proposed Cannot Be Paid~ Workmen 
Agree Upon a New Scale=Crane Bros.’ 
Striking Men Draw Out Others After 
the Failure of Conference - Eastern IIIi- 
nois Rules to Be Considered Today. 

The decision of the brick manufacturers, 

reached yesterday at a meeting held at the 
down-town office of May, Purington & Bonner, 
to discontinue operations in their yards rather 
than meet the scale of wages demanded had 
a cooling effect on the ardor of the striking 
brickmakers. At the meeting the Thomas 
Moulding, May, Purington & Bonner, Hoyt & 
Alsip, Price & Robinson, and Purington & 
Harland companies, wete represented. These 
compavies employ nearly: 900 men. The 
meeting was called to take action on a scale 
of wages previously submitted to May, Pur- 
ington & Bonner, and decide upon some 
united course. The scale was as follows: 


Wheeling brick from driers to kiln per 
bee anes.

It is further requested that eight hours shall 
constitute a day's work and that the employers 
shall have a regular pay-day and that no man be- 
longing to the union shall be discharged or vic- 
timized. 

The demand the manufacturers considered 
unreasonable and it was agreed to discon- 
tinue operations in the yardg indefinitely. It 
was also the sense of the meeting that from 
the present outlook they would permit the 
yards to remain idle all summer rather than 
pay the advance. Wahi Brothers. Weckler & 
Prussing, and the Purington-Kimbeli com- 
pany did not participate at the meeting. The 
two first put into effect yesterday the scale 
of wages demanded and the Purington-Kim- 
bell company’s men continue to work under 
a contract which does not expire until 
April 1. 

When the leaders of the movement were ap- 
prised at Blue Island last night of the result 
of the meeting of the heads of the companies, 
President McCann quickly drafted a cor- 
rected scale. He said he was misinformed 
by many of the men as to the wages they had 
received for certain ciasses of work prior to 
the strike. General labor at first set down 
at 22½ cents an hour was reduced to 20 
cents. Granulator, hopper, and clay men 
were placed at 2344 cents instead of 25 cents 
per hour. Together with/other slight changes 
President McCanh estimated that the mod- 
itied scale as compared with the scale offered 
yesterday would make a difference of 10 to 
15 per cent in favor of the manufacturers. 


| The manufacturers have conceded to tkem- 


selves a defeat in the matter of the organiza- 
tion of a union. which is to be a branch of 
the Chicago Brickmakers' Union, taking in 
the yards at Bernice, Dolton. Riverdale, 
Lansing, Pullman, and Blue Isiand. 

Three bundred men from the surrounding 
brickyards met in the Town Hall at Rock ISI- 
and lust night. About fifty took out union 
cards, making a total of somethmg over 
1,000 who favor effecting an organization. 
President McCann in a speech told the men 
of tha companies’ refusal to meet their de- 
mands, but admonished them to stand firm 
and they would yet be successful. 

The corrected scale of wages will be placed 
in the hands of the heads of the com panies to- 
day by President McCann himself, who told 
the men it was certain to go through and that 
all the yards would be running by next 
Wednesday. McCann also said that the Alsip 
company had agreed to the scale and would 
resume this morning. This could not be 
confirmed through the Alsip company. A 
number of brickmakers from the yards at 
Pullman affiliated at the meeting and report- 
ed that others of their number would join the 
movement. 2 


CRANE BROS.’ STRIKERS GAINING, 


Men at Judd Street Works Go Out—To 
Treat Only with Individuals, 

The strike of the employés of the Crane 
Bros.’ factories extended yesterday from 
1,000 to 2,000 men. The conference with 
the strikers, asked for by the firm, took place 
in the Randolph street factory at 9 a. m. yes- 
terday. For the firm there were present 
Messrs. Gilbert, MeGill, Murphy, Gartz, Hay- 
den: for the strikers, S. T. lugram, William 
Chambers. and James Henning. The confer- 
ence continued for an hour, The strikers 
were finally told that they would only be 
treated with as individuals and notas a union 
and that they coyid find the terms of the firm 
in the notices that were posted in the rooms 
where they had been accustomed to work. 
They hastened to the factory. where they 
found the following notices posted: 

Up to March 22 the wages paid by this compa- 
ny were practically the same as those paid in the 
prosperous times of a year ago. This it is impos- 
sible to continue while such great reductions 
have been recently made in the prices of the 
product. f . 

It has thersfore been decided that the wages 
we are willing to pay to the employés of this 
company are a reduction of 10 per cent from the 
rates paid before March 22, 1894, and that this 
reduction in rates is to take effect on that date. 

We are sure that these wages are still higher 
than the average now being paid by others, and 
are certainly higher than are justified by the 
prices of our goods. 4 

Under these circumstances| we know that all 
men who have proper regard! for the welfare of 
this company and who remember the advantages 
they have had in the past from this company will 
be well satisfied, and if there are any who feel 
otherwise it seems better for them to get employ- 
ment elsewhere. \ 

We will therefore consider; that all men who 
are not in their places Wednesday morning, 
March 28, 1894, have decided that they no long- 
er wish to work for this company, but prefer that 
their places should be filled by others. By order 
of R. T. CRANE, President.

GOVEKNMENT OWNERSHIP OF RAILWAYS 


G. H. Lewis, Gen. Walker, and Prof. Re- 
mis Discuss It at Congregational Club.

ways?’ was the subject for, discussion at the 

meeting of the Chicago Congregational club 
held last evening at the Grand Pacific Hotel. 

About 300 gentlemen participated in the ban- 


, quet and listened to the discussion which fol- 


lowed, George H. Lewis of Des Moines, Ia., 
the author of National Consolidation of 
Railways,“ was introduced as the first speaker 
and he took the affirmative side of the argu- 
ment. After alluding to the railway question 
from the standpoint of economics, he said: 

_I do not believe that under the present condi- 
tion of things the railways should turned over 
to that mass of political machinery which we po- 
litely call the government, The railways should. 
however, be controlled by the people of the Na- 
tion, and it seems to me t the best arrange- 
ment we cauld devise would be by a combination 
representing the National Government, the State 

overnments, and the owners of the railways. 

et the National Government appoint a Presi- 
dent and six directors; let the States 
each appoint one director and allow the stock- 
holders one director for each State. This would 
give the stockholders and the States equal rights, 
and we would combine governmental supervision 
with the enterprise and energy of private busi- 
ness. The root of the railway troubles always 
arises from capitalists owning stock in rival 
roads. The advantage of consolidation is so 
great that it is inevitable. The railways are the 
gpeat public highways; as they are now the agents 
oF the government and secure their authority 
from the government, they ought to be con- 
trolled by the gévernment. 

Gen. A. F. Walker, formerly of the Inter- 
State Railway Commission, later Chairman of 
of the Trunk Line and Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation, took the negative side of the argu- 
ment. The speaker stated the following rea- 
sons why the government should not control 
the railways: 

First, agitation against the railways is unwar- 
ranted and founded on prejudice and misunder- 
standing: second, State management is always 
wasteful to a degree; third, competition which 
gives low rates would be destroyed; fourth, the 
commercial system of making rates is better 
than inflexible rates. 

Prof. Bemis of the University of Chicago 
was the closing speaker. He said: 

We must agree that the present situation is a 
most demoralizing one. Railways find it difficult 
to agree on rates and competition of a cutthroat 
character soon pushes them to the wall. We are 
not yet ready for governmental management, but 
governmental supervision is an absolute neces- 
sity. The Australians, who have governmental 
control, are well satisfied with it, and if our rail- 
ways ao not put a stop to their present methods 
the people will become dissatisfied and compel.a 
change. The trouble with commissions is that 
they are destroyed by having their best men taken 
away by the railways, who give them much 
higher salaries.

O'BRIEN DEFEATS HENNESSY, 


Eleven Rounds Necessary to Put Out the 
Champion of the Northwest. 

Bosrox, Mass., March 26.— Diek O’Brien of 
Lewiston, Me., met Billy Hennessy of Clin- 
ton, Ia., in the most scientific boxing contest 
ever seen here and defeated the champion of 
the Northwest in eleven closely and hotly con- 
tested rounds. His victory gives him the title 
of the middleweight champion of the country 
and $700 of the $850 purse offered by the 
Charles Bank Athletic club for the fight. 

In the first round the wan from Maine 
started in like a cyclone, but did no special 
damage. He got his antagonist against the 
ropes and gave him one or two love taps, 
which Hennessy repaid with interest. Hen- 
nessy warmed up to his work and ended the 
first lesson with a terrific smash on O’Brien’s 
jaw. Atthe beginning of the second round 
O’Brien was a little groggy from the blow of 
the minute before. Hennessy followed his 
advantage, and by battery work soon had the 
Lewiston man at a etandstill. Hennessy was 
tired. and just as the gong rang went to the 
floor almost by the force of a misspent blow. 

At the opening of the third round O’Brien 
got in a soaker in the ribs of the Westerner, 
which was retaliated by poking him*in the 
eye, which member rapidly assumed a dark- 
ened color. A second blow in the same place 
brought the blood, and a third one nearly 
knocked Dick off his feet. The striking of 
the bell was clearly the only thing that saved 
O'Brien from losing the battle. In the next 
two rounds things lookéd better for Dick. 
He gave William an uppercut that made that 
gentleman look sick, and chased it up with 
some effective in-fighting. 

In. the sigth:a series of rights and lefts 
worried O’Brien exceedingly; and he woes 
forced against the ropes and tad:y punished. 
He escaped by a running duck. In the sev- 
enth and eighth rounds O’Brien braced up 
and forced the fighting. He rained biow 
after blow upon the dizzy head of Hennessy, 
who saved himself from a worse fate 
by his tacties of falling upon Dick 
and thus closing. In this round the referee 
had difficulty to keep the men separated, as 
they were so exhausted that they fairly leanec 
against each other. for support. In the ninth 
round O’Brien rained blow upon blow upon 
Hennessy’s neck and jaw and many of them 
came near being knockouts. Hennessy went 
to the floor twice in this round and staggered 
to his feet not a moment too soon to save 
himself from being counted out. 

In the tenth the Waterloo of the Iowan was 
assured. O’Brien caught him under the jaw 
and supplemented the poke bya Weng 
severe blow in the neck. In the eleven: 
O’Brien smashed Hennessy at the outset and 
sent him to his knees, and as he staggered to 
his feet gave him the settler. Hennessy did 
not go to the floor, but remained drooping 
upon his hands and knees. Referee Daly 
awarded the bout to O'Brien. . . 

The big event was preceded by a twenty- 
round boxing match between Dave Ross of 
Cambridge and Mike Sears of Lewiston, Me. 
The battie was declared a draw. A feature of 
the entertainment was the appearance of the 
Kentucky Rosebud, who a few days ago gave 
Dixon his first defeat.

Corbett as Champion Claims the Right to 
Name the Place of Battle. 
Crvciynatr, O., March 26.—Champion

/WILLPLOW UP WHEAT 


KANSAS FARMERS TO SAORIFIOE 
AORES TO ADVANOE PRIOES. 


Meeting Called to Perfect the Plan, Which 
Is to Plant One- Fourth Acreage of 
Winter Wheat in Corn and Buy Of 
Spring Wheat Producers Reports In- 
dicate Heavy Loss to Grain and Fruit 
by the Widespread old Wave Special 
Bulletin at Washington.“ 


Arcnisox. Kas., March 26.—[ Special.] —It 
‘was made known here today on good author- 
ity that a scheme is well under way which 
contemplates the enhascing of the present 
values in wheat. The plans outlined are as 
follows: Each farmer having winter wheat 
sown will plow up 25 per cent of the growing 
crop and put into corn or such other farm 
products as may yield a fair return for his in- 
vestment. As an evidence of good faith of 
the parties entering into this agreement there 
is to be an interchanging of plowing, Farmer 
Aof Sumner County having 100 acres of 
wheat in is to plow up twenty-five acres of 
Farmer B’s wheat in Harper County, who has 
an equal acreage of wheat, and so on through 
the section operating under this compact. 

By this method it is suggested that the re- 
duced average will so eliminate the crop as to 
make more than a corresponding advance in 
prices. It is the intention of the originators 
of thie plan to make it extend overall the 
wheat producing States in the Union. In the 
Northwest the idea is to reduce the acreage to 
be planted in spring wheat, and to promise 
liberal compensation to the farmers of that 
section for the unemployed land made so by 
their cooperation in the proposed scheme. 
The promoters of this measure are all large 
producers of wheat and in a financial position 
to carry out the policy outlined. 

The subject has been under secret discus- 
sion for some time and is now brought out in 
its full maturity, all contingencies being pro- 
vided for, and all details arranged to take 
effect before too late to plant corn. A call 
has been issued for a meeting of the wheat 
growers of Kansas and Nebraska at Topeka 
March 29 to complete the work. 


RECORD-BREAKER FOR THE SEASON, 


Special Bulletin from Washington on the 
Extent of the Cold Wave. 

Wasntnetoyr, D. C., March 26.—The follow. 
ing special bulletin has been issued by the 
Weather Bureau: The period of extremely 
wurm weather noted by the special bulletin 
issued by the Weather Bureau 6n the 23d 
inst. has been followed Sunday and this morn- 
ing by one of extreme cold, which extends 
over almost the entire country east of the 
Rocky Mountains, minimum temperatures of 
freezing and below being reported this morn- 
ing over all this region except on the im- 
mediate coast of the South Atlantic and Gulf 
States and Florida. Throughout Northern 
Minnesota and the Dakotas the temperature 
this morning was below zero. In Georgia, 
Tennessee, Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, and 
Southern Missouri the weather is the coldest 
of which the service has record for this sea- 
son of the year. General frosts occurred 
Monday morning throughout the Gulf r 
and the middle and northern portions of the 
South Atlantic States and tae temperature 
Will probably fall till Tuesday morning in the 
Middle and South Atlantic States, with frosts 
as far south as Northern Florida. 


EFFECT ON MICHIGAN FRUIT BELT. 


Fall Extent of the Damage Cannot Yet 
Be Eatimated. N 

Detrorr, Mich., March 26.— [Special. — 
The fruit belt of Michigan is in danger from 
the fall of the thermometer to within three 
degrees of the zero mark. The range was 
eleven degrees above that. Everywhere the 
peach buds on the trees of the earlier varieties 
are frozen stiff. They were in an unpre- 
cedentedly advanced stage owing to the warm 
weather of the previous ten days. Apples and 
cherries are also considerably injured, but the 
full extent cannot be told until theeun warms 
them up. Along the Lake Michigan shore,

Mempuis, Tenn., March 26.—Reports re- 
ceived from Enterprise, Macon, Utica, Co- 
lumbus, Brookhaven, Yazoo City, Madison, 
Canton, Oxford, and Corinth, Miss.; Monroe, 
Gibbsland, Alexandria, Clinton, and Bayou, 
La.; Pensacola, Fla. ; and Dallas, Tex., are to 
the effect that asevere frost visited those sec- 
tions this morning forming ice half an inch 
thick, destroying early vegetables, strawber- 
ries, the fruit crop, and in some places early 
corn and oats and peas.

CHICAGO DEALERS ARE ALARMED. 


Reports Indicate Great Damage to Wheat 

: and Fruit Crops. 

Vigorous buying in the Chicago wheat pit 
yesterday morning and a sharp advance of 
more than a cent told the tale of anxious 
shorts who were full of the fact that a rein- 
statement of winter was everywhere apparent 
from British Columbia to the Guif of Mexico. 
The weather map prepared: by the Signal 
Service Bureau showed remarkably low tem- 
peratures every where, and fully confirmed the 
reports in the news columns of the morumg 
papers of the spread of the cold wave. Pri. 
vate telegrams regarding the condition of 
the winter wheat fields were most conflict- 
ing. Some of these insisted that great 
damage has been done, and others 
said it was * too early to determine the ex- 
tent. Much depended upon whether the plant 
had previously reached a stage in its growth 
where a joint had formed in the stalk. A 
week ago when the weather was so warm re- 
ports from the southern part of the wheat belt 
said the wheat had jointed. Yesterday this 
was denied, but not universally. Several 
days must elapse before the true sicuation can 
be learned, and meanwhile the opinions of the 
trade are divided. : 

This sudden change from early warm and 
forcing weather, said S. J. Lamson of Lam- 
son Bros. & Co., to severe freezing tempera- 


Without doubt there will be 
some damage. How much will not be known 
until after a week of growing weather. We 
fear severe dry winds will do more damage 
than frost.“ 

Advices to the fruit and v ble merchants 
on South Water street were in line with the 
published reports of crop damage and dealers 
were apprehensive about the results. It will 
be extremely unfortunate for the consumer if 
another short crop in such produce follows 
that of last year. J. M. Ball, who owns a 
peach orchard near St. Joseph, Mich., reports 
the outlook exceedingly unpromising in that 
part of the fruit belt. 

Many people in the grain trade expressed 
annoyance that Duluth should send over the 
wires a repetition of the report current here a. 
week or more ago about weevil in the wheat 
in this city. There is absolutely nothing new 
in the story, which was fully exploited at that 
time, and the local trade has since givén the 
matter little consideration.

The oat and clover crops have been ruined 
and it is also believed peaches, pears, cherries, 
and apples have been killed.

effects of the cold weather last night and to- 
day. the mercury standing this morning at 7 
above zero.

This 
man is and has been regularly employed by the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacitic railroad com- 
pany forthe last ten years, earning from $35 to 
$50 a month. He also owns a house and lot and 
is well able to support himself. An investigation 
of this official’s conduct will bring to light many 
similar cases. On the other hand, there are 
many deserving people who, unfortunately for 
themselves, either differ from him in politics or 
have no yotes, who are unable to secure the bare 
necessaries of lite from him. It looks much as if 
this department is being operated for the sole 
benefit of Ald.

RUSHING GRAIN EAST. 


— — — — 


SHIPPERS HASTEN TO IMPROVE PRES- 
ENT LOW BATES. 


Notice of the Advance to 20 Cents in An- 
other Week Proves a Marked Stimulus 
to Movement to the Seaboard=Belief 
Obtains That the Tariff Wl Shortly 
Come Down Agaln- Prospect Is Now 
Bright of a Settlement of Western Pas- 
senger War—News of the Railroads. 

In anticipation of a restoration of grain 
rates to the 20-cent basis, Chicago to New 

York, a week from yesterday, shippers are 


rushing forward all the freight they can, and 


in consequence the statement of east-bound 
through shipments for last week makes an ex- 
cellent showing. Although the total through 


| shipments from Chicago show a decrease of 


about 5,000 tons, yet the railroads are well 
pleased with the result, Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, with lake navigation about ready 
to resume business, the total tonnage would 
not amount to over 25,000 tons. As it is, the 
total shipments through to the seaboard 
amount to 71,701 tons. For the next two 
weeks it is expected the through shipments 
will be as large as if not larger than for the last 
two weeks. 

Asa great deal of freight is accumulating 
in the yards of the various roads, it is expect- 
ed the 20-cent basis will be maintained until 
all has been forwarded, but after that the 
roads willno doubt again come down with 
the rates, as the experience during the winter 
has shown that low rates do stimulate the 
traffic in the dullest times. The low rates 
made by the railroads make the outlook for 
the lake lines rather gloomy, and it is report- 
ed that grain that has been loaded on vessels 
since last fallis now being unloaded again 
and forwarded by the all-rail lines. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various Central 
Traffic Association lines for the week ending 
last Thursday amounted to 71,701 tons, 
against 76,665 tons for the week previous, 
and 68.284 tons for the corresponding week 
last vear. Flour shipments last week were 
12.621 tons. against 19.522 tons for the cor- 
responding week last year; grain 48.871 
tons, against 44.089 tons; provisions 10,209 
tons, against 4,673 tons. The percentages 
carried by the ¥arious roads were as follows:

MAY SETTLE THEIR TROUBLES, 
Prospects of a Speedy Restoration of 
Western Passenger Rates. 


Prospects for a speedy settlement of trans- 
continental passenger rate troubies are more 
flattering now than they have been at any 
time since the Southern Pacific and Santa Fé 
roads have decided to bury the hatchet. The 
Chicago and Northwestern has. evidently be- 
come tired of being held responsible for the 
queer tactics pursued by the Union Pacific, 
and is making strenuous efforts to induce the 
Union Pacific to make such concessions as 
will permit the immediate restoration of 
Western passenger rates. The conference be- 
tween Vice-President Newman and Passenger 
Traffic Manager White of the Santa Fé last 
Saturday was devoid of any results, because 
Mr. Newman was not in a posi- 
tion to make any pledges for the 
Union Pacific. Yesterday anotner conference 
was held at the office of the Chicago and 
Northwestern between Vice-President New- 
man of the Northwestern, Passenger Traffic 
Manager White of the Santa Fé, and General 
Passenger Agent Lomax of the Union Pacific. 
A definite agreement was not reached and an- 
other conference will be held today which 
promises to be attended with better results. 
The Santa Fé demanded a withdrawal of ald 
cut-rate tickets by the Union Pacitic on the 
market in San Francisco, Chicago,and all 
other points, and positive pledges that the 
Union Pacific will stop payment ot excessive 
commissions and that it will strictly maintain 
tariff rates. Mr. Lomax does not like to re. 
linquish the advantages he has enjoyed so 
long, but he can hardly afford to refuse to 
come to terms, as otherwise the Santa Fé pro- 
poses to make further reduction in rate be- 
tween Chicago and the Missouri River. In 
such an event the rates between Chicago and 
St. Paul would have to come down, and this 
is what the Northwestern is most anxious to 
prevent, 


DISCRIMINATION IS ALLEGED. 


Pillsbury of Flour Fame Wants a New 
Schedule of Rates Approved. 

Wasninaton, D. C., March 26.—C., A. Pills- 
bury, representing the flour manufacturers of 
Minneapolis, who some time ago made out 
before the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
a case of railway discrimination against Min- 
néapolis, is here with attorneys of the Great 
Northern and Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul companies to ask the commission's ap- 
‘proval of a schedule of rates to which the 
parties interested have agreed. The com- 
mission heard Mr. Pillsbury this afternoon, 
at which time he submitted the propositions 
agreed on by the elevator and milling inter 
ests of Minneapolis and the railroad com- 
panies. The original order of the Commis- 
sioner gave Duiuth a differential rate from 
the wheat centers of from one to five cents 
less than Minneapolis. The new proposition 
submitted ovides also for a differential 
which in no case is to be higher than four 
The commission heard Mr. Pillsbury 
in private and reserved its decision. 


2 New Bill of Lading in Effect. 

The Chicago and Grand Trunk, in giving notice 
to agents of the adoption of the new form of bill 
of lading. a copy of which appeared in Tur Tris- 
UNE last Sundays, and which became effective yes- 
terday, says: If the shippers require the new 
form of bill of lading in oti of the present 
form of fast freight line bill of lading,’ you will 
use the new form, writing the name of the fast 
freight line above the words ‘ Chicago and Grand 
Trunk railway,’ Great Eastern line,’ ‘Commer- 
cial Express line,’ “National Dispatch line,’ or 
‘Reading Dispatch,’ as the case requires.” it is 
believed that a meeting will be called as soon as 
Commissioner Blanchard returns from New York, 
and that a bill of lading similar to the one 
adopted by the Grand Trunk will be agreed upon.

Iron Rates West Reduced. 


A meeting ofthe lines in the Western Freight 
Association was held yesterday at Chairman 
Midgley’s office to consider rates on iron articles 
to the Northwest and other points, It was de- 
cided to inciude all iron articles in commodity 
list of Trunk Line ‘Association in commodity 
tariff Of Western roads, making the rate 12% 
cents between St. Paul and Chicago. This re- 
duces the rates from 8 to 12½ cents per 100 
pounds, The minimum weight was reduced from 
40,000 pounds to 24,000 pounds. It was also 
agreed to reduce rates on articles from Chicago 
locally to Iowa points about four cents per 100 
pounds to place Chicago shippers in as favorable 
a position as shippers from points in the Kast.
